The am endm ents proposed in the ratifying con­ 
ventions of Massachusetts and Virginia which were substantially the 
same as the first ten am endm ents later added to the Constitution “very 
m uch resembled" the protest statem ent made by 19 Pennsylvanians 
who voted against ratification at the Pennsylvania convention, he said. 
Opposition to ratifying the Constitution before the ten am endm ents 
were added was particularly strong in Western Pennsylvania..

Sidewalk Project 
Presented To City 


Council convened in the m unici­ 
pal building on Thursday and re­ 
ferred to committee the proposal of 
City Engineer Glenn R. Throop that 
the city ask the WPA to approve a 
sidewalk project which would cost 
about $25.000. 
The cost of m ate­
